BE IT ORDAINED BY THE CITY COUNCIL OF THE CITY OF AUSTIN

A (Description of Property} mcorporated into this ordinance (the “Property”) locally
known as the property located at 919-1025 and 918-1004 East 32™ Street, 900 East 30™
Street, and 3000-3018 North IH-35, 1n the City of Austn, Travis County, Texas, and
generally identified in the map attached as Exhibit B (Zoning Map)

PART 2 This ordinance, together with the attached Exhibits A through D, are the land
use plan for the St David’s Medical Center planned unit development district (the PUD )
created by this ordinance The PUD shall conform to the hmitations and conditions set
forth 1n this ordinance and n the St David’s Medical Center planned umit development
land use plan If this zoning ordinance and the attached exhibits conflict, the PUD
ordinance applies Lxcept as otherwise specifically provided by this ordinance, all other
rules regulations and ordmnances of the City 1n etfect on the effective date of this ordmance
apply to the PUD

1 A stte plan or building pernut for the Property may not be approved released or 1ssued
if the completed development or uses of the Property considered cumulatively with all
ex1sting or previously authonzed development and uses generate traftic that exceeds the
total traffic generation for the Property specified 1n that certam Traffic Tmpact Analysis
(the TIA ) prepared by John F Hickman and Associates dated February 2006 or as
amended and approved by the Director of the Watershed Protection and Development
Review Department or its successor department of the City of Austin All development
on the Property 1s subject to the recommendations contained in the memorandum from
the Transportation Review Section of the Watershed Protechion and Deselopment
Review Department dated August 22 2006 and shall not exceed 1 242 042 gross square
fect unless an undated TIA 1s prepared and submutted and any necessary mutigation 1s
addressed The TIA shall be kept on file at the Watershed Protection and Development
Review Department or 1its successor department of the City of Austin

2 All new development shall comply with Austin Energy Green Building Program m effect
on March 8 2007 to aclneve a minunum one star rating

3 At the time construction and completion of tratfic improvements to 32™ Street Owner
shall provide 1ts pro rata share for the following improvements

If any person or entity shall violate or attempt to violate this agreement and covenant it
shall be lawtul for the City of Austin to prosecute proceedings at law or 1n equity aganst
such person or entity violating or attempting to violate such agreement or covenant to
prevent the person or entity from such actions and to collect damages for such actions

If any part of this agreement or covenant 1s declared invalid by judgment or court order
the same shall 1n no way affect any of the other provisions of this agreement and such
remaimng portion of this agreement shall remam n full effect

If at any time the City of Austin fails to enforce this agrcement whether or not any
violations of 1t ar¢ known such failure shall not constitute a waiver or estoppel of the
right to enforce 1t

This agreement may be modified amended or terminated only by jomt action of both (a)
a majority of the members of the City Councit of the City of Austin and (b) by the
owner(s) of the Property subject to the modification amendment or termination at the
time of such modification amendment or termination
